District. Jlr. Taft, presumably pleased
wlth his surroundings, has already
taken the Beverly cottage for another
year. But there ls clearly a good deal
to bc said for Secretary Balllnger'a
Idea. Washlngton, Beverly and Oyster
Bay nre all ln the East. In fact at

least two of them are about as far

East as you can crowd without gettlng
wet. lt is natural for tho West to feel
that tlie present arrangement ls one-

sided, aml to put in a clalm for mbrto
of tho presidential tlme. Washlngton
ls doubtlcss a lixture, though Chicago-
ans know some vory good reasons why
the capital should be there; and that

leaves only tho summer capital for tho
hopc-s of the West. By spendlng three

months ot every year out there, a

Presldent could do good both to hlm¬
self nnd to tho West. Mr. Taft, ns lt

happons, does not partlcularly need tho
broader outlook whlch such a rcsidence
would give, but there is no doubt that

his presence would please the West,

glvo a toueh to its pridc and patrlot-
Ism and ln a smnll way help to draw

lt closor to the Fast. A Western sum¬

mer capital would be, of Us kind. a

unlfying Influence. It lt, is thought
necessary to'show tho fleet ln the Pa-

cific, why isn't lt worth while io an¬

chor a Presldent occaslonally across

tho Mlssisslppi?

There is causo for gratlilcntlon ir
the unqualined approbatlon by manj
ablo attorneys and editors of standlnt
ln Ohio of tho recent declslon of tjit
Circuit Court of Huinilton county, th<
effect of which ls to check the ten¬
dency toward technlcalltles In tho ad-
mlnistration of justlce. A formei
presldent of tho Ohlo State Bar Asso¬
ciation goes so far as to nssert that
the llndlng should be preseryed ii
bronze, because it anticipates by i

half-contury tbe evolution of juilicla
proceduro, whlch will brlng with 1
that ideal odminlstratlon of tho law
where Justlce shall be done, even 1.
errors havo'to bc Ignored.

ln thls case ln polnt tho clty' ol
Clnclnnutl was sued for dnmages. I
appears that tho jury found for tln
plalntiff strlctly upon tho evidenee
though lt allowed him ox'on less that
tho l'acts warrnntod. Tho sollcltor Coi
tho clty appcaled from the vordlct
bocau&e of puroly tochnlcal or forma
error r,f trlal, which did not go tc
tho Justlce of tho case. In denyliif
tho wrlt of error tho Clrcult Coun
lays down as a prlnclple of law th<
following proposltlon: "When uncon-
trn'dicted ev.ldenco show's liublllty foi
whatever damages resultcd, and alst
that the plalntiff suffered grcatei
damages than wero allowed hlm, er¬
rors of law ln the chargo to the jur>
or ln tho ndmlsslon or rejectlon o:
evidenee at tho trlal becomo imtna-
terial.
ln short, technlcal nilstakes in th(

conduct of a case of this character wll
not bo pcrmitted to obstruct tho Ilow
of Justlce. . . .

WHAT WILL TAFT DO.

Hla Western Speeches May Show II l_
Factlonul Syinputhlei.

The Boston Herald is provlng dis-
nppointing as a means of iniorma-
tion irom Beverly. Only a few days
ago it camo with assurances that Ihe
President was making a study of tht
geography of hls tour wlth an eye to
avolding "any unfortunato local refer¬
ences calculated 10 encourage debate
wlthin the party. Xow it comes. wlth
equnlly positlve assurances that the
President lntends to try out the tnrlff
sentlment of tlie West with some very
Vigorbus speeches,
Accordlng to ihe Herald now, the

President is satisfled tliat there is
no criticlsm of the now tarlff, except-
ing on the Chautaur.ua platform:
"The rresident told a visitor at B'ur-

gess Point. thls week that thero was
little or no dissatisfaction wlth the
no.w tarlff law, as far as ho was able
to learn, outside of a few Westerners,
who have been busy on ihe Chautauo.ua
clrcult ever slnce Congress adjourned.
He added that prosperity had returned
and was rapldly Increaslng. Under
such conditlons the President has llttle-
sympathy with pessiniistlo utterances."
Tho Herald brings assurances that

the President wlll rally tho old-llne
party support against what lt terms
tho Cum-mlns-La Follette propaganda:

'"He wlll take occaslon to ascertain
at llrst hand, while he travels west-
ward, whether the people aro dlssatls-
fled. He has already mado known
lils Intention to go deeply into the
tarlff lssue ln hls speeches. By this
course ho wlll speedily determlnc
whether the opposltlon wlthln the Re¬
publlcan party is formidable. Some
good polltlcal judges have been saying
that a very strong Republlcan follow¬
lng wlll rally promptly behlnd the
President, nll tho way from Ohio,
through Indlana, -lawa, Colorado and
other States where the radlcal Re-
publlcans have been actlve and where
tho Democrats have been wlnnlr.g elec¬
tlons. They deolare that tlie woakneas
of tho Cummlns-La Follette propagan¬
da mnv be demonstrated during the
Presldent's vlslt to affoctod States."

AVhen Mrs. Blake dlct
without loavlng a wlll the crown toot
charge of the fortuno, and after walt-
Ing for some tlme for helrs to coim
forw_rd to prove their clalms, in re-
aponao to the brief advertlsement foi
clalms to the estate of "Helen Blake
deoeased, pf No. I Earl'a Terrace, Ken-
slngton," no mention being mado of hei
Irlsh parcntngo or of her husband'.
nnmo nnd mllltary rank, the, personn
property was sold for th\, suni of ;i
llttle over $000,000. This, wlth accru-
ing interest since iS8n, as well as thc
real estate, ropresenta tho Blake for-
tune of near $-1,000,000.
The property was originally thnt ol

Robert Dudley Blake; a sclon of thal
well known Irlsh hous'o ot Blake whicl
hns been settled ln Ireland, and e»pe-
dally in the county of Galway, for ovei
60U years, and of which Lord Walls-
court ls the chief representatlve in tlv:
peerage. Robert Blake was a lleuten-
iint ln tho army when, while stayiiu;
at Castlebar, he fell ln lovo wlth tlu
nlece of the proprietor of Trawley t
Hotel. Her name was Helen ShCrldar*
she was eighteen years old at the tlme
and had scver.il slsters. He persuadW
her to elope wlth hlm, and contem-
porary records relate how the cbtipli
were pursueM by her father, Mlehe
Sherldan, and her uncle, the otvner oi
Trawk-y'.s Hotel, from Castlebar tc
Ballyglass, nnd from thenee to Tuam
but they manage<I to get away to ScOl-
land in satety, where they were mar-
ried. Afterwarda young Bldko sent hlt
Wife to a fashlonablo boardlng schno'
ln London, where ahe completed hei
educatlon, and thus .uallfied her U
mingle with the wlves of the othei
otfieers of hls reglment.
The marrlage wa'j a slngularly happj

one, and when Blake dled. ln February
1850, wlth the rank of rhajor-gcneral
without issue, he bequeathud hls en.
tlre fortuno to his widow to remalr
at her absolute control.

It is true that a elalmant appearec
after her death. who Inslsted that hi
waa a son of General and Mrs. Blako
and basing liL= pretensions on an entrjlu a parish roglstry at Dublln. But
examlnation of the reglster dlsclosec
such manlfest slgns of its havlng beer
tampered wlth, of erasures, of insc-r
tions, etc, that the clalm was dropped
presumably under the threat of crlrni-
nal proceedlngs. The general's wlll
made Immediately after his marrlage
and to which a codlcil was addet
shortly before hls death, makes n<
mention of any lssue of his marrlage.
Of course, tho fact that Mrs. Robert

Dudley Blake should have remalhei
after her husband's death sole mistres;
of hls property may be said to elimi-
nate the members of the Blake famllj
from the succesalon, unless it could ln
proved that her marrlage had been b>
Some manner of means Invalld. This
however. Is out of the questlon, sinc<
Mrs. Blake would never have been tol-
erated among the offlcers' wlves of hei
husband's reglment during hls mlll¬
tary career, which landed him into th<
rank of general. had not her marrlagelines beon In perfect order.

Mrs. Blake's helrs must thereforo bc
sought among her sisters.that ls tc
say, the daughters of Mlchel Sheridai
and of his wife, who was prior to hei
marrlage Mary Jordan. None of thi
sisters, I understand, survlve, but lt i;
.their descendants who bld falr to nov>
establlsh befnve the English trlbunali
their rights to the properly of theli
aunt or grundaunt, Mrs. Robert Dudlej
Blake.

I have mcntloned Lord AVallscourt a<
representlng tho Blake famlly ln thi
peerage; and yet it ls a questtc
whether Lord AVallscourt really be-
longs to the peerage. Indeed, hc, as
well as his father beforo him, havt
been so uncertatn about the mattei
that they have never put forward an\
clalm to vote with the other peers ol
Ireland In the electlon of ropresenta
tive peers to act as delegates of thel;
order in the House of Lords at AArest-
mlnster, for beforo being permltted tc
vote they would havo had to estab¬
llsh their status as peer.-i of Ireland k
the satisfactlon of thc Commltteo oi
Prlvileges of the House of Lords. In¬
deed, Lord AVallscourt is In a mo?
anomalous posltion, for while he fig-
ures in all the standard "peerages" am
olflclal works of referenco as Lorc
AVallscourt, served as such as an ofTlcoi
of tho Coldstreum Guards, ls recelvei
as such at court and exerclses magis-
terlal prerogatlves under the crown a:
deputy lleutenant of tho county of Gal¬
way, under tho name of Lord Walls
court, yet he has not establlshed hl-
posltion ln tho "roll of Irlsh peers, I:
thereforo *not eligible to vote In tlu
electlon of representatlve peers, or tc
hlmself. becomo a candldate for clec-
tion, while he is, on account of thi

AVhlle the wonderful performances ol
the grevat Cunard steamshlps May'reta-
nia aml Lusitania leave no doubt of
the great superiorlty of tho turbine
marine cngin.-s for sustaincd high
speed, thc-re still remalns much doubt
among en__lnee_r3 as to Ihe advantage
of the turblnes for moro moderaio
spood, partlcuh'.rly where economy in
coal consumptlon must bo consldered.
The Brltish Adntlralty now iiistall.
turblnes in all battleships and armor.d
crulsers, holding that the element of
great ..pecU. when needod, Is ot moro
importance than tho rneru drawback of
large coal consumptlon under ordlnary
cruislng condltlons. Our own Navy
Department still hesltalcs to adopt
the turbine unreservedly. although sev¬
eral of the later battleships are equlp¬
ped with turblnes.
The main objectlon ttt the turbine for

battleships anel largo crulsers ls the
large eroal cejnsumption at ordlnary
c-ruising speed. To overcomo this ob-

Ijection It has been suggested that tho
turbine and reclprocatlng englnes
inlght be comblned, the reclprocatlng
englnes to be used alone for ordlnary
Bteamlng, and both types ot englnes
to be used when full speed was dc-
slred. One of the tranaatlantic pas-
sengcr shlps at present ln service Is.
reported to be so equlpped. and ono
of the German Hnes ls also bulldlng
a vessel in whlch both types of en¬

glnes aro to bo comblned. .

lt Is perfectly clear, however ,that lf
we- dcslro to secure tho twenty-cno
knots speed in our big battleships of
the Drcadnought type, they must bo
equlpped with turblnes. A Hpeod less
than twenty-one knots is no longer
acceptablo ln a battleship, henco our
naval service cannot afforel to take tho
r!sk of an experiment untll it has
been demonstrated aa successful in a

loss costly type of ship. It mlght bo
well to cquip ono of the moderate-
slzo crulsers wlth a combination of
turblnes and reclprocatlng engint-s and
note the results. It lt bo truo that
tho contracts for the construction of
the two 2C,O00-ton Dreaelnoughts aro

being hehl back untll tho matter of
ongincs can be settled, a mlstako Is
lieing maele. as nothlng excopt tur¬
blnes can be counted on to givo satis-
factlon at the high speeds tho contracts
call for..New Orleans Picayuno.
